1. FROM ABOUT 09:30 A.M., "RADIO RUMBOS" REPORTERS HAVE 
BEEN CALLING IN REPORTS FROM VARIOUS PARTS OF THE CITY. 
IN PETARE THEY REPORTED THAT FOUR YOUNG PEOPLE HAD BEEN 
WOUNDED; IT WAS NOT CLEAR HOW. THE REPORTER NOTED THAT 
THERE WERE NO POLICE PATROLS AND THAT PEOPLE WERE 
GATHERING NEAR THE LOCAL HOSPITAL. 

2. AT 09:42 A.M., A REPORTER LOCATED IN THE LA FLORIDA 
AREA REPORTED THAT SHOTS WERE FIRED NEAR THE AVENIDA
